Both Found Alive After Three Days 
in Mountains of California; 
Husband Killed in Auto Wreck.

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Oct. 


22.—T. C. Kelty, missing since Sat- 
urday, was found dead at the foot 
of a precipice off the State high- 
way in the San Bernardino Moun- 


tains today. His wife was alive, but 


injured, and Meredith Waterbury, 
5 years old, also was alive, kept 
from death by thirst and starvation 
by blood from Mrs. Kelty’s arm, 
which she had gashed to save the 
child. 

The automobile, for which posses 
have been searching since Sunday 
night, was found crushed at the 
foot of a 900-foot drop off the 
highway. Kelty, who had been 
driving, apparently was crushed to 
death in the fall. 

Mrs. Kelty and the child, a 
daughter of Mrs. Meredith Water- 
bury of Hollywood, were found 
about 200 feet farther down in the 
chasm where they had been thrown 
when the automobile plunged from 
the roadway. 

The woman and child was injured 
and it was said by physicians they 
probably would live. Mrs. Kelty, 
partly delirious, told how she had 
opened a vein in her arm and had 
fed the blood to thé girl to keep 
her alive throughout the chill 
r.ountain nights. 

Kelty’s son was attracted to the 
spot where he found his father’s 
body by the bark of his father’s 
dog. The dog had been a compan- 
ion of the elder Kelty.

in Every Nook of House.

WINCHESTER, Va., Oct. 22.—A 
bonded caretaker has been placed 
on guard at the residence here of 
Miss Martha Shumate, wealthy 
spinster, who died last week, leav- 
ing a hoarded fortune. 


The guard was established when 
crowds, lured by the reports of hid- 
den treasure, threatened to overrun 
the premises. Bank officials said 
the woman had drawn several thou-

the house has failed to disclose 
money. Clocks, picture frames, 
covered plates and cracks and crev- 
ices poured-out old gold and bank 
notes. Much of the gold coin is 
said to be of old mintage, many 
pieecs being fro mthe California 
mint, coined while the gold rush 
was at its height.

Will Get $3000 Ritlemnenis 
Benefit but No Pension 
Because He Was Dropped 
for Infirmities. 


John Quigley’s hour has struck. 
His day has come. At the age of 
79, after 49 years on the police 
force, he has turned in his star. 

Since April 16, 1875, John Quig- 
ley has been a policeman. There 
is no demerit mark on his record. 


There is nothing against him now 
except his age and the infirmity 
that comes with age. But age and 
infirmity are disqualifications for a 
policeman. So Quigley has been 
dropped from the rolls. 

Quigley’s first service was in the 
Angelica Street District, North St. 
Louis. Later he was brought down- 
town. When he became old, as 
age is counted among policemen, he 
was assigned for years to an easy 
job in the corridor of the custom- 
house until Postmaster Colin M. 
Selph, in 1920, complained that he 
was too old and asked that a 
younger man be assigned there. 
Quigley was sent for a while to 
the City. Treasurer’s office and then 
to the Carondelet “sticks.”’ 

Summoned by Board. 

The past year he has been re- 
porting on and off duty, according 
to his physical condition. Finally 
yesterday, reluctantly, the Police 
Board summoned him. He stood 
before the board, a policeman to 
the last, his uniform neat, his but- 
tons shining, but standing at erect 
attention cost him a pitiful effort. 

“Officer Quigley,” said President 
Brockman, “you have served a long 
time. You are getting old and in- 
firm. We don’t want to drop you 
from the force, but you are no 
longer able to walk a beat. We are 
willing to make you a turnkey ora 
prison guard. Will you accept?” 

“No, gentlemen,” said Officer 
Quigley. “I understand your posi- 
tion perfectly. It’s all right. You 
can put a younger man in my place. 
I thank you for your courtesy in 
offering to make me a turnkey, but 
if I’m too old to walk a beat I’m 
too old to handle prisoners. I only 
hope you’re not dissatisfied with 
my record.” 

“Record Absolutely Clear.” 

“No. Your record is absolutely 
clear. You had better reconsider 
and take an easy job as turnkey for 
the rest of your days.” 

“No. It takes a young and vig- 
orous policeman to combat young 
and vigorous criminals. If I’m too 
old to combat them on the streets 
I’m too old to handle them after 
they’re brought in. My hour has 
struck. My day has come. I will 
retire. You can drop me from the 
rolls.” 

So the entry was made: ‘‘Dropped 
because of physical incapacity.” 

There is no pension for the po- 
liceman who becomes physically 
incapacitated in the service. Sev- 
eral times tiie public has been asked 
to provide for this by voting for an 
amendment to the Constitution, but 
it has failed to do so. There is a 
retirement benefit of $3000 from 
the Police Relief Association. 

Quigley lives in his own home at 
4138 Castleman avenue. A daugh- 
ter keeps house for him. Of the 
350 men who were on the force 
when he joined it. he is the only 
survivor as far as he knows.

He said he did not 
know. One of the robbers kicked 
him in the face.

S. W. FORDYCE’S 
PRIVATE LIQUOR 
VAULT DYNAMITED 


Ten Robbers Get Stock 
Valued at $500 at Summer 
Home. 


A private stock of pre-prohibi- 
tion liquor, valued at about $500, 
was hauled away early today from 
the summer hame of Samuel W. 
Fordyce, on the Graham road, 
three miles north of the Natural 


Bridge road, in St. Louis County, 
by 10 men, who drove to the place 
in a touring car and truek and 
dynamited their way into a stone 
liquor vault. 

Every room in the house was 
ransacked by the thieves, who first 
bound the caretaker of the place 
and his wife in a woodshed.

The liquor was kept in a base- 
ment vault, about 25 by 15 feet.

The caretaker, Paul Waldon, 
said the robbers remained about the 
Place for several hours, leaving 
about 3 a. m., after complying with 
his request that they take him 
and his wife into the house. S:-- 
eral hours later, Waldon said, he 
freed himself and telephoned to 
the police from the home of a 
neighbor, the wires from the For- 
dyce residence having been cut. 

Fordyce’s home, known as

brick structure which stands back 
from the road in spacious grounds.

FRENCH TROOPS BEGIN. 
EVACUATION OF RURR 


Zones of rsehieeiiblk Remscheid 
Wehwinkel and Limburg Left 
Without Incident.

PARIS, Oct. 22.—News of the 


Franco-Belgian evacuation of the 
Ruhr is being strictly limited to 
the barest announcement of a few 
facts. A semiofficial dispatch from 


Mayence this evening says that 
French troops yesterday evacuated 
Mannheim, Carlsrhuhe and Reinau, 
while the Belgians left Emmerich 
and Wessel. 

Today the French evacuated the 
zones of Dortmund, Remscheid. 
Wohwinkel and Limburg, the de- 
parture of the troops being effected 
without incident. Following these 
evacuations the French Fortieth 
Division re-entered France, being 
replaced at Coblenz by the Thirty- 
eighth Division, which has been 
withdrawn from the Ruhr.

at variance. One of these must | 
give way. It is our purpose that 
justice shall never yield. Arbitra- | 
tion is the method to protect it. 

Cites Law’s Delays. 
“For centuries justice has been 
reproached. Lawyers have mocked 
at it. Judges and the bar have 
been impotent to prevent its de- 
lays. Shakespeare knew it. ‘The 
scorpion’s tongue, the law's delays; 
he makes Hamlet say. It tak?s 
three years for an ordinary case 
to reach trial in New York. 
“Now a delay in justice is a da- 
nial of justice. Witnesses disan- 
pear, documents are lost, memor- 
ies fade and debtors become in- 
solvent. The man who seeks jus- 
tice must have justice now. Jus- 
tice three years from now means 
no more than liberty three years 
from now. 
“So in New York we obtained 
the passage of an arbitration law 
to give immediate justice. An arbi- 
trator is selected from a list of 
men of character and standing 
who are familiar with the industry 
which is subject of litigation. He 
is placed upon oath and has power 
to issue subpenas and compel sub- 
mission of records. He hears the 
facts of a suit over a matter in 
which he has technical knowledge. 
His decree is recorded as a decree 
of the court, lower or supreme, ac- 
cording to the previous agreement 
of parties to the arbitration. The 
jaw enforces that decree as of the 
court. 

Provision for Appeal. 

“There is provision for appeal 
only when fraud, corruption or 
malfeasance can be shown. 

“The jury system was estab- 
lished to get the greatest possible 
amount of law knowledge and 
common sense to bear on quetsions 
of fact in litigation. It is impossi- 
ble to get 12 men under our jury 
system who completely understand 
a highly technical industry such 
as is often the basis of litigation. 
The result is that the bulwark of 
our justice gives us a travesty of 
justice. The lawyer’s job is often 
to befuddle the jury. Experts are 


But if the litigants agree upon an 
expert to decide the facts, justice 
will be done. 

“Our plan is not foundéa upon 
disrespect for law. It is based upon 
the highest respect for law. But 
we don’t worship petrifaction in 
the courts. We want judicial ma- 
chinery to keep pace with indus- 
ie machinery so that justice, as 
originally contemplated,

A shortage, said to be $10,000 or 
more, has been discovered in the 
accounts of the United States Mar- 
shal’s office here under the incum- 
bency of John E. Lynch, former 
Marshal, it was learned at Federal 
suilding today. 

The shortage, it ts understood, 
resulted from laxity in collection of 


fines imposed for violation of the 
Volstead act, and does not repre- 


sent any actual conversion of mon- 
ey from the Government. 
Son Was Active Head. 

Lynch, who resides in Moberly, 
Mo., and is an influential Demo- 
Cratic politician,in the State, was 
not active in the conduct of the of- 
fice. His son and chief deputy, 
George T. Lynch of 4438 McPher- 
son avenue, was the active head of 
the office. George Lynch, who is 
in the road contracting business 
here, could not be reached for a 
statement in repeated efforts by the 
Post-Dispatch—- - 

It is understood that the way the 
shortage was incurred was by al- 
lowing defendants, who had been 
fined sutns of perhaps several hun- 
dred dollars each for violating the 
Volstead act, to pay a fraction of 
their fines upon imposition, with 
promises to pay the rest later. They 
would plead at first that they did 
not have the money to pay in full, 
but they would fai! to keep their 
word about subsequent payments, 
The Marshal’s office did not have 
the heart to refuse some of these 
requests, it is believed at Federal 
Building. 

Probably 
fendants benefited 


several scores of de- 
in this way. 


1}When a defendant its fined in Fed- 


eral Court he is ordered to stand 
committed till the fine is paid, and 
it is the Marshal's duty to collect 
or place the defendant in jail. One 
who thus goes to jail for lack of 
money may obtain liberty after 30 
days by swearing to a pauper’s 
oath. The clerk of the court does 
not have immediate knowledge of 
whether fines are paid or defend- 
ants are jailed. 
Audit Disclosed Shortage. 

The shortage wag discovered by 
H. C. Argo, an examiner of the 
Department of Justice, in a routine 
inspection and comparison of the 
Marshal's books and the court 
clerk’s books. The discrepancy 
was found between fines collected 
and jail terms served for failure to 
pay fines. The audit was made for 
a period of years. Argo was not 
here today and other authorities 
were unwilling to discuss the mat- 
ter. 

At the Department of Justice in 
Washington it was said: “The de- 
partment is making an investiga- 
tien In St. Louis and any statement 
at this time would prejudice the 
Government's case.” 

John Lynch, a banker, was Mar- 
shal here for a term under Presi- 
dent Cleveland and for two terms 
under President Wilson, the latter 
being from 1912 to June 30, 1923, 
when he was succeeded by former 
Congressman ‘yah # Hukriede. 
George Lynch remained as chief 
deputy for about six months after 
Hukriede took over the office.

MISSING CASHIER 
ARRESTED, DENIES 
HE LOOTED BANK 


Frank Seabaugh of Daisy, 
Mo., Says He Trusted 
Relatives and Friends to 
Make Overdrafts Good. 


“CAN SHOW WHERE 
THE MONEY WENT” 


Declares Directors Knew 
the Institution Had Been 
in a Bad Condition for 
Last Three Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PERRYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 22.— 


Frank Seabaugh, cashier of the 
closed Farmers’ Bank of Daisy, 20 
miles south of here, who had been 
sought since his disappearance, 
Sept. 29, on the eve of an audit by 
Bank Examiners, and who was ar- 
rested here yesterday, denies tak- 
ing any money from the bank. He 
was arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
Arnold Schumer, after George Her- 
ron, a truck driver, discovered him 
emerging from a wood near the 
outskirts of town. 


The arrest was made at the home 
of Floyd Johnson, a brother-in-law 
of Seabaugh’'s, where the latter's 
daughter, Prudence, is boarding 
while attending school here. 
Officers of Cape Girardeau Coun- 
ty were notified and arrived here 
shortly after noon. They took Sea- 
baugh to the Cape Girardeau Coun- 
ty jail at Jackson, where he will 
be held to await trial. 

Seabaugh, whose accounts have 
disclosed a shortage of $650,000, 
took his arrest calmly. His greet- 
ing to the deputy was a hearty 
“Hello, Arnold.” 

“You may as well consider your- 
self under arrest,” the deputy an- 
nounced. “Well, I won’t cause you 
any trouble,” was the reply. 

Says Friends Deserted Him. 
“They went back on me, my rel- 
atives and friends that I had known 
and trusted for a lifetime,’’ Sea- 
baugh said. “They would go out 
and write checks and then come to 
me and tell me about it, saying 
they would have the money in a 
few days. The checks would be 
presented and I would cash them, 
but the folks who wrote them nev- 
er brought in the money to make 
them good. 


“One man went out one day and 
bought $1000 worth of cattle when 
he didn’t have a cent In the bank. 
He came to me and told me to cash 
the check. I did so. I trusted him. 
He never brought another cent to 
the bank.”’ 

“Tf all the men who have over- 
drawn their accounts in this man- 
ner paid up, the bank would be 
about even and the stockholders 
would lose very little. It’s all 
there, every cent. If they would 
let me go into the bank I could 
show them every penny. Even the 
$20,000 in Hiberty Bonds, which 
they say I have stolen, are account- 
ed for. I can show them to the 
examiners.”’ 

According to Seabaugh’s story, 
he has traveled over three states 
since he disappeared. For a few 
days he worked in the Ozarks, 
gathering corn for some of his rel- 
atives. Then he went to Para- 
gould, Ark., where he found em- 
ployment digging a cellar. While 
there, he said, he became uneasy 
about his wife and family. He 
wanted to know if they were stand- 
ing by him, so he decided to return 
home and then leave again. 

He took a train for Chester, IIL, 
that would enable him to reach 
Perryville shortly before daylight. 
The train was late, however, and 
he did not reach here until morn- 
ing. Lying in the brush, almost 
within a stone’s throw of his 
daughter, Prudence, he said he 
could not resist the temptation to 
see her. He was seen and recog- 
nized as soon as he left the shelter. 

“The last three years have been 
a hell to me,” he said, on leaving 
Perryville. ‘Yes, it has been going 
on that long. The trustees knew it 
all along—that the bank was in 
bad shape. Many is the time that 
I thought of killing myself.” 

The bank was capitalized at 
$10,000 and had deposits of about 
$60,000 at the time of the closing. 


GOV. SMITH DENIES CHARGE 


Says Statements Like, Roosevelt's 
Feed Fires of Bigotry. 

the Aseociated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Oct. 22.— 
Gov. Smith, in a speech here last 
night, denied that he was endeav- 
oring to get control of the De- 
partment of Education, and said 
he regretted that Theodo-e 
Roosevelt, his opponent, had made 
this charge without ascertaining 
the facts. 

“Statements of this kind,” he 
said, “feed the fires of religious 
and racial bigotry. Let my distin- 
guished young opponent just chop 
out the bunk and forget all about 
the desire of Tammany Hall to 
grab the schools.

“Under so-called ‘Government 
control’ more liquor is manufac- 
tured, drinking, drunkenness and 
crime increase, taxes grow stead- 
ily higher and home standards and 
conditions are deplorably lowered. 


“In Quebec the Government 
sales system has enormously in- 
creased the manufacture of beer. 
In consequence, brewery stock has 
increased in value 1500 per cent 
and the liquor interests are that 
much richer in pocket. But not so 
the people. 

“In ‘wet’ Montreal only 5 per 
cent of the people own the houses 
they live in—in ‘dry’ Toronto 655 
per cent of the citizens own their 
hames. 

“Quebec spends only 75 cents a 
head of population for educational 
purposes Ontario spends $2.32 per 
capita. 

“For civic recreation Montreal 
spends only 32 cents per capita: 
Toronto spends $2.39 per capita. 

“In British Columbia the con- 
sumption of liquor has tremen- 
dously increased under their Gov- 
ernment sale system. In Vancou- 
ver the cost of the police force in- 
creased 70 per cent, the cost of 
administering justice increased 90 
per cent and the jail population 
200 per cent.

Bootlegger Piles Up Profits. 

The Plebiscite Committee avers 
that Government control and sale 
of liquor will not abolish the boot- 
legeer. It says: 

“While the British Columbia 
workingman groans under ever-in- 
creasing taxation, the bootlegger 
piles up his profits. Bootlegging 
in British Columbia is a vast or- 
ganized business, with an annual 
turnover of $12,000,000 worth of 
booze—a sales volume equal to 
that of all the Government liquor 
stores. This last report of: the 
British Columbia Liquor Control 
Board admits that the bootlegger is 
becoming an increasingly embar- 
rassing problem in British Colum- 
bia. 

“In Manitoba and Quebec the 
situation is equally serious.” 

The effects of prohibition in On- 
tario are desc:ibed with no note of 
apology, but with the zeal of cru- 
gaders. It is claimed that statistics 
show 90 per cent less drinking; 
that homes are better furnished, 
families better clothed, bank de- 
posits larger, and that prohibition 
has increased ownership of homes 
10 to 20 per cent. 

To quote: “Replying to a Gov- 
ernment questionnaire, 70 per cent 
of our leading manufacturers de- 
clare that the O. T. A. has ‘made 
for increased production of goods.” 

“Seventy-six per cent say it has 
“ncreased the workers’ regularity 
of attendance immediately after 
ay day.” 

- augeeves Workers’ Capacity. 

“Seventy-four per cent assert 
that it has ‘improved their capacity 
work and their ability to perform 


their duties.’ 

“Eighty-two per cent state that 
the O. T. A. has ‘resulted in more 
comfortable homes and better sup- 
plies of food and clothing for wives 
and children.’ 

“And 85 per cent agree that 
drunkenness and poverty are less 
common than before this province 
adopted the Ontario Temperance 


Act.” 

The literature of the Moderation 
League deprecates the provocation 
of controversy or ill feeling. It 
emphasizes the Western victories, 
the growth of the bootlegging in- 
dustry, the loss of profits to the 
Government, and appeals to total 
abstainers to co-operate in bring- 
ing about a change. 

It is thought the cities will vote 
wet.

of the rural districts will vote dry 
by majorities of 10 to 1.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 22.—Be- 
fore a crowd of 15,000 in the Live- 
stock Pavilion at the State fair- 
grounds here last night, John W. 
Davis, taking as his text some of 
the recent testimony before the 
Borah Campaign Fund Investigat- 
ing Committee, charged the Repub- 
lican party with permitting favored 


interests to write their own tariff 
schedules as a reward for campaign 
contributions. 

Davis brought up the subject of 
“slush funds’’ in the course of the 
severest indictment he has yet 
drawn against his opponents. The 
crowd, the second largest and one 
of the most enthusiastic he has ad- 
dressed during the campaign, re- 
sponded to the fighting note in his 
speech with a tumult of hand clap- 
ping and piercing rebel yells. 

The audience laughed when he 
said, immediately after an excoria- 
tion of the Republican record, that 
of course he was not going to dis- 
cuss “slush funds.” His manner 
meant that he did intend to discuss 
them, and his hearers warmed to 
the prospect. 

“A well-filled ammunition chest 
is never to be despised in politics,” 
he continued, in the same tone of 
banter, “and until you know just 
how much there is in it, it is use- 
less to speculate.”

LA FOLLETTE REFERS TO 
COOLIDGE AS “INARTICULATE, 
SPEECHLESS, AND SPINELESS” 


“He Has Pussyfooted on Every Proposition 
That Requires Backbone,” Senator Tells 
Cheering Crowd at Rock Island.

ROCK ISLAND, Oct. 22.—Di- 
gressing from his prepared ad- 
dress, Senator La Follette last 
night renewed his attack upon the 
public record of President Coolidge 
in a few stinging sentences, in one 
of which he referred to him as 
“That inarticulate, speechless, 
spineless figure in the White 
House.” His denunciation of 
Coolidge awoke the audience into 
prolonged and fierce yells of ap- 
proval. The audience, apparently 
composed to a large extent of rail- 
road employes and farmers, ap- 
plauded the criticism of Coolidge 
more vociferously than any other 
portion of the speech, which was 
devoted almost entirely to ground 
covered in previous addresses. 

In the course of his speech, La 
Follette said: “‘Despite all that was 
known about the character and as- 
sociations of Harry Daugherty, 
Calvin Coolidge would have kept 
him at the head of the Department 
of Justice to this day if the 
Brookhart-Wheeler committee had 
not blown the lid off of the cor- 
ruption there.” 

Pausing a moment, and turning 
away from his manuscript, La Fol- 
lette grated: “It was then that this 
“inarticulate’—cheers interrupted 
him — “speechless” — more and 
louder cheers—‘I hate to say it 
but I ought to say it—spineless fig- 
ure in the White House”’—a per- 
fect tumult of cheers and yells 
drowned out the remainder of the 
sentence, as the speaker concluded, 
“let him go.” 

“Pussyfooted on Every Issue-” 

“Who ever heard of Calvin 
Coolidge up to four years ago?” La 
Follette shouted. There were cries 
of “Nobody” from the audience, 
but someone in the gallery said 
something about the Boston police 
strike. 

“He never acted in the Boston 
police strike until the trouble was 
all over and he saw where the 
public stood,” La Follette flashed 
back and added: “He has pussy- 
footed on every single proposition 
that required backbone all his 
life.” Again the audience broke 
loose. 

“T’d rather let somebody else 
tell the truth about him,” the Sen- 
ator resumed, “but occasionally I 
feel that I must pay my respects 
to the truth, in a few casual re- 
marks, just like that.” 

“Oh, I know him,” he cried, 
shaking his head. “I saw him for 


two years sitting in his place as 
presiding officer of the Senate.” 

Here La Follette pulled a sol- 
emn, expressionless face, and the 
walls shook from the laughter of 
the crowd. 

“Well—we'll let it go with 
that,” he concluded. 

La Follette repeated his attack 
upon the Esch-Cummins law, and 
upon the bankers who control the 
railroads. 

Dividends on Watered Stock. 


“The railroads of this country |’ 


were built by the American peo- 
ple,” he declared. “They were 
not built by the men who own 
them. They were built on bond 
issues, and the bonds remain un- 
paid. The roads are permitted by 
the Government to charge rates 
out of which they pay the interest 
on the bonds, dividends on the 
stock, which is mostly water, and 
set aside a surplus out of which 
they make improvements and ex- 
tensions. 

“And now,”. he said, “‘they are 
trying to have the land which was 
given to them by the Government 
in grants included as a part of 
their capitalization so they can 
make the people pay an additional 
profit.on the véry land which the 
people gave them.” 

Second only to the applause 
which greeted his remarks on Cool- 
idge, was the ovation which the 
speaker received when he referred 
to his war record. Describing the 
control of a certain group of rail- 
roads over the anthracite coal 
fields of the country, he asked: 
“What do you pay for anthracite 
here in Rock Island?” 

“We wear it for jewelry around 
here,” replied a man in the audi- 
ence and there was another mirth- 
ful explosion in which the Senator 
joined. 


One of the first references he 
has made during the campaign to 
prohibition also occurred during 
the speech, when he said: “When 
I am President, there is going to 
be law enforcement of every kind. 
If you don’t like a law, I’m going 
to enforce it until you get so sick 
of it you will have it repealed. If 
it’s a good law I’m going to give 
you the full benefit of it. But I’m 
going to enforce the law against 
the trust magnate with the same 
relentless vigor that I enforce the 
law against the bootlegger-.” 

He touched briefly on his pro- 
posal to limit the power of the 
Supreme Court and quoted Lin- 
coln’s criticism of the Supreme 
Court in connection with the Dred 
Scott decision—“A decision, and a 
five to four decision it was, which 
resulted in the Civil War,” La Fol- 
lette declared.

Mr. Davis’ Labor Record. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


HAVE carefully reviewed the labor 


record of John W. Davis and it is un- 
surpassed;-I find he is not a radical, but 
@ progressive: not in favor of Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, as that 
would destroy collective bargaining and 
bring about a state of affairs more intol- 
erable than the Esch-Cummings law;

DR. NELSON DENIES. 


The public should think straight in forming & 
judgment on the charge made by Chairman Phares 
of the Republican State Central Committee, support 
ed by the affidavits of three men, confessed klansmen, 
that Dr. Nelson joined the klan at California, Mo., 
and that his name was on the klan books as having 
been “demitted.” 

Dr. Nelson makes a@ specific denial of the charge, 
repeating what he has reiterated in reply to every 
such charge, that he is not a klansman, that he has 
never joined the organization, that he has never had 
any connection with it as a member and has never 
applied for admission. He brands the statement that 
be {sg a klansman or has ever been a kiansman, as 
false. He says the charge that he has ever repre 
sented himself as a klansman in any part of the 
State is “deliberately false.” He says he has re 
iterated his statement that he stood with John W. 
Davis on the klan issue. He declares unequivocally 
that he has never “sought the support of any person 
on the ground of religion, race or color, or by reason 
of their affiliation with any organization.” He 
pledges himself, if elected, not to consider religious 
affiliations or the accident of birth in making ap- 
pointments. 

Although Dr. Nelson has not fought the issue with 
the vigor and frankness and courage that we would 
have liked, it is wholly untrue, as his enemies inti- 
mate, that he has not made specific and conclusive 
statements with regard to his relations with the 
klan, and has not defined his position. Chairman 
Phares and Gov. Hrde have grossly and falsely mis- 
represented him in that respect. The Globe-Demo- 
crat, which printed the Phares statement and the affi- 
davits, affirms that Dr. Nelson has denied that he isa 
member of the Ku Klux Klan, and has declared that 
any organization of its aim “does violence to the 
spirit of American institutions, and must be con- 
demned by all those who believe, as I do, in Amer- 
ican ideals.” 

Chairman Phares, in his statement published this 
morning, tries to support his own statement and the 
affidavits by saying that no cards had been distrib- 
uted by the Ku Klux Klan except applications for 
membership. That is untrue. Cards have been dis- 
tributed in which the persons receiving them were 
asked to answer certain questions relating to the 
Constitution, law and order and other points, and 
suggesting that if they desired to become members 
or desired further information, to send to a specified 
address. Many persons have been admitted to klan 
lectures without requiring membership applications. 
The hostile motive of all those concerned in this 
effort to convince the public that Dr. Nelson has klan 
affiliations must be considered, along with the cHar- 


ternal stimulus, and his increasing ingenuity has 
made unnecessary his reliance on his inherent adapta- 
bility.

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EVENTS CONTRADICT GOMPERS. 

Samuel Gompers’ general appeal to organized labor 
to support the La Follette ticket is rather pale in the 
light of recent events. It comes at a moment when 
labor is rejoicing at a signal victory won in the Su- 
preme Court, whose powers La Follette wishes to 
curtail, and by grace of a law which’ John W. Davis 
helped to write and which he defended in Congress 
13 years ago, thus indicating a just, sympathetic at 
titude toward labor long before he became a presi- 
cential possibility. 

The act of which we speak is the Clayton law, 
which is almed at the abuse of the injunction and 
directs that Federal courts shall not refuse jury trials 
in contempt cases arising out of labor disputes. The 
lower courts held the law unconstitutional and ruled 
that men on strike ceased to be employes and for- 
feited their rights as such. Both of these holdings 
were reversed by the higher court. 

In championing the Clayton bill in 1911 Repre 
sentative Davis sald: 

The right to strike has won its way against 
the judicial opposition of a hundred years. 
* © ©* I denounce as a libel upon American cit- 
izenship the assertion that the laboring men of 
this country are ever ready at the word to break 
into lawlessness or that they sympathize with 
those who do. And I pity the man who takes 
such counsel of his fears as to be unwilling to 
recognize and accord to them by statute and in 
practice the full use of every legitimate weapon 
of offense or defense in all trade wars and the 
untrammeled exercise of every human right. 

In another instance events themselves contradict 
the words of Gompers. He says the Democratic party 
is controlled by the same “sinister influences” that 
control the Republican party. Why, then, are the 
banking and manufacturing interests pouring rivers 
of gold into the Republican hopper to put Coolidge 
over while the Democratic campaign fund is rela- 
tively insignificant, probably smaller than that of 
La Follette? If the interests wanted Davis he would 
be their best bet, for he alone controls a solid block 
of states and has a united party against a divided 
Republican party with a record of reaction and cor- 
ruption.

charges against five men in 
Special Sessions Court, Jamaica, 
yesterday, brought forth an opin- 
ion from Justice Clarence d- 
wards as to just what constituted 
the act of bookmaking. 

Judge Edwards based his con- 
tention on the definition of “bet” 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
eleventh edition. 

“That article,” he sald, “telis 
us that the origin of betting 
arose from a man’s desire to back 
his horse, but finding no one to 
wager with him, he enlisted the 
assistance of a third person whe 
acted as a sort of broker and ar- 
ranged the bet with another per- 
son. This ‘brceker’ is the book- 
maker. Hence any layer of odl1s 
on a horse is a bookmaker, ac- 
cording to the encyclopedia. 

“Interpreting the law from this 
definition, I contend that any 
man who makes a market for 
another who wants to gamble is 
a bookmaker, whether there be 
any writing or not in the trans- 
action. The essential feature of 
bookmaking may be present even 
without writing.’’ 

Justices Thomas J. Nolan and 
Joseph D. Kelly, however, held 
that there was insufficient evi- 
dence in the cases before them 
to hold the defendants and they 
moved for dismissal.

Another case of fasting, this one 
because food was repulsive, was 
that of the young French girl, 
Christina Michelot, who in 1751 was 
attacked with a fever, after which 
she absolutely refused food. She 
lived on water from November, 
1761, to July, 1758, she did not 
touch a bit of solid food. After this 
period her appetite seemed to re- 
turn and was normal for the rest of 
her life.
